Attorney Arthur J. Abbott, repre- 
senting the Los Angeles Ad Club, 
will leave for Sacramento tomorrow 
evening to appear before the Judici- 
ary Committee of the Legislature 
Thursday in behalf cf the proposed 
“truth-in-advertising” bill. The com- 
mittee refused to indorse the bill after 
the first reading. 

Attorney Abbott and others will 
make a strong appeal for the pro- 
posed new law. The bill was drafted 
by Attorney Abbott after a model 
furnished by the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World. The pro- 
posed bill prohibits false representa- 
ticns in advertising by newspapers, 
magazines, bill boards, handbills or 
any other medium. 

The proposed measure, which is 
Senate Bil No. 404, seeks to re-enact 
the present law governing advertising. 
The principal defect in the old law 
to which the advocates of the new 
bill point is that it is made to apply 
only to “any person, firm or corpora- 
tien dcing business in this State as a 
merchant.” 

“It has been found that the mer- 
chant is not the only one who trans- 
gresres.”” Attorney Abbott declared 
yesterday. “The majority of com- 
plaints referred to the law enforce- 
ment bureau of the Ad Club of Los 
Angeles involve advertising by per- 
sons and firms not engaged in mer- 
cantile pursuits. 

“The present law refers only to false 
statements regarding the quality and 
merits cf the goods advertised. This 
is not sufficiently comprehensive to 
enable the advertising clubs of the 
State to correct what is, perhaps, the 
most flagrant and dangerous form of 
misrepresentation—the alleged ‘fire 
sales.’ ‘lease expired sales,’ ‘forced to 
vacate sales’ and the like. The law al-

Feeble-mind- 
edness is, then, to quote the investigator 
in this school, fifteen to twenty-five times 
as common among these delinquent boys 
as among ordinary school children. 

How, then, can a boy with normal in- 
telligence be expected to reform when he 
is constantly subjected to the influence of 
a large number of mentally deficient im- 


burned down a large school building, to 
spite a principal whom he disliked. He has 
been committed to a reform school. This 
boy’s mental age (1. e., his inteligence) is 
that of a child of 9 years; and beyond this 
point he will never develop. His lack of | 
judgment was evidenced by his act. 

A young man of 17 recently burglarized 
the residence of a prominent citizen, and 
murdered him when resistance was offered. 
This boy has been sentenced to hang for 
the crime—which with our present laws 
was inevitable. | 

‘The mental age of this boy is 8 years; 
that is to say, he has the intelligence of a 
fairly normal child of 8. Beyond this point 
he will never progress. His mental de- 
‘velopment never did and never will efceed 
this low degree of intelligence. He is not 
insane, but feeble-minded. In the latter case 
we hang a mentally irresponsible boy; in 
the former we attempt to reform an equally 
irresponsible one. In one instance society 
commits a crime; in the other, society per- 
sists In a stupid, expensive blunder. 

Instances similar to these could be re- 
lated as occurring in every large city 
almost every day, but amplification is gn-
